Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenants Myron Johnson and Todd Weber, along with 
Sergeants Dinah Grote and Scott Graham, responded to the Command Post located at 
Garfield Avenue and Rosecrans Boulevard, in the city of Paramount, wherein a deputy- 
involved, hit-shooting had occurred. 


Upon our arrival, we learned that Lakewood Station Deputies Michael Mabee and 
BEEN o icti a traffic stop of a bicyclist who discarded possible contraband. 
The suspect became uncooperative and resisted being handcuffed. A struggle ensued 
between the deputies and suspect. During the struggle, the suspect unsnapped and 
pulled on Deputy Mholster and handgun. 


Fearing the suspect would disarm and shoot Deputy [lllDeputy Mabee fired one 
round at the suspect, striking him in the abdomen. The suspect no longer struggled and 
was handcuffed. He was transported to a hospital where he was pronounced dead. 


Homicide Detectives Dan McElderry and Sylvia Brossoit responded and handled the 


crime scene. Attorney Diana Teran of the Office of Independent Review was also 
notified and responded. 
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Lieutenant Myron Johnson checked to see that Watch Commander, Lieutenant Joseph 
Nicassio, took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved and witness personnel did 
not discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators, and that the involved and witness personnel 
did not collectively consult with their attorney or representative. 


In addition, Lieutenant Johnson checked to see if the watch commander attempted to 
have involved and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor until they 
have provided a statement to the assigned investigators.

SYNOPSIS: 

On May 14, 2013, at approximately 2115 hours, Deputies Michael mac Mana 
ae << in a two-person patrol unit as a no-call assignment car in 
the city of P: z 

Deputy Michael Mabee was the driver and Deputy [ENN 2s the book-person. 
Because of known gang and narcotics activity, Deputy Mabee drove in an area known 
as the “gas streets” (Texaco Avenue and Exeter, Petrol and Richfield Streets). As he 
drove northbound on Texaco Avenue south of Richfield Street, peripherally, he saw a 


“runner” or “bicyclist” go eastbound onto Richfield Street. He told Deputy what he 
saw and accelerated to Richfield Street where he turned east bound. 


Driving at 10-15 miles per hour, Deputy Mabee observed a male (Suspect Ochoa) riding 
a bicycle eastbound on the south sidewalk of Richfield Street. Deputy Mabee paralleled 
the bicyclist while Deputy Pl sed his spotlight and illuminated the male. The male 
gave Deputy Pla startled look before throwing something over a wooden fence and 
into a residential yard before crashing his bicycle into the wooden fence. 


Deputy then told Deputy Mabee to the stop the patrol car, advising him that the 
suspect had tossed something into a yard. Believing the suspect possibly discarded 
contraband, Deputy Mabee immediately stopped the patrol vehicle. 


Deputy [exited the patrol car and made contact with Suspect Ochoa, assisting him 
up from the ground. By the time Deputy Mabee exited the patrol car, Deputy had 
already placed the suspect in a cursory search position with the suspect's hands 
clasped behind his back. 


As Deputy Mabee went to assist Deputy [Deputy [told him to look in the yard 
located south of the sidewalk. Standing less than ten feet from Deputy [and the 
suspect, Deputy Mabee shined his light into the wood-fenced yard and saw a shiny 
object, which appeared to be a narcotics pipe. 
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Before Deputy Mabee could retrieve the pipe, Deputy advised Deputy Mabee to 
come and assist him in handcuffing the suspect because the suspect was not 
cooperating and he (did not want the situation to escalate. 


Deputy Mabee approached Deputy [and removed his handcuffs. As Deputy Mabee 


leaned in front of Deputy body and reached across the suspect's arms to apply a 
handcuff to the suspect's left wrist, the suspect immediately pulled forward and away 
from Deputy Hin an attempt to break free from Deputy rasp, but was 
successful. 


Suspect Ochoa then began to kick and elbow backwards at the deputies while he 
screamed to be “let go.” As Deputy Mabee reached out to grab a hold of the suspect's 
arms, he dropped his handcuffs onto the ground. Suspect Ochoa then pushed his body 
backwards into Deputy body, which caused them both to fall into the wood fence, 
then onto the ground. 


As Deputy Mabee went to assist Deputy [Suspect Ochoa jumped to his feet and 
ran in a northwest direction across the sidewalk. Just as Deputy Mabee arrived, Deputy 
Ml stood up from the ground. 


Approximately 10 feet away from the deputies, Suspect Ochoa suddenly stopped on the 
apron of the driveway and turned toward the deputies. He bent forward at the waist, 
lowered his head and with outstretched arms, he yelled out something unintelligible as 
he charged at Deputies Mabee and [J The suspect's head struck the left side of 
Deputy Mabee's upper chest area and the right side of Deputy [chest area with his 
arms encircled around the deputies. 


Deputies Mabee and ordered the suspect to stop fighting and to lie on the ground, 
but he did not comply as he pushed his head into their (deputies) bodies. Deputy 
Mabee punched the left side of Suspect Ochoa's face one to two times with his left fist, 
punched the left side of the suspect's abdomen/rib cage area one to two times with his 
right fist, used his right knee in an upward motion to strike the suspect's chest area one 
to two times and attempted to push the suspect's body backward, which was ineffective. 


Deputy Mabee broadcasted | en transmissions twice, but did not hear a 
response from the Sheriff's Communication Center (SCC). When he checked the 
power switch, he realized it was turned off, which was not that way when he exited his 
patrol car. 


Deputy Mabee then reached across to the left side of his body to remove his baton. As 


he did this, Suspect Ochoa grabbed his testicles and squeezed so hard that it caused 
immediate pain to Deputy Mabee.

Just as Deputy Mabee told Deputy Mita: the suspect had just grabbed his 
genitals/groin area, Deputy felt a “tug” on his genitals and then felt his holster and 
gun belt being pulled forward from his body, so he yelled out, “He's got my gun,” and 
“He's going for my gun!” 


Believing that the suspect had disarmed Deputy [for was trying to disarm Deputy 

Deputy Mabee removed his Department-approved Sig Sauer, .45 caliber, 
semiautomatic, handgun from his holster and placed the barrel against the left side of 
the suspect's abdomen. He warned Suspect Ochoa to stop fighting or he would be 
shot, but the suspect did not comply. 


Deputy Mabee again heard Deputy [yell out, “He's got my gun,” so Deputy Mabee 
pulled the trigger. He heard a click sound, but the handgun did not fire. Deputy Mabee 
realized the slide would not go forward, so he pulled the barrel away from the suspect's 
abdomen and fired one round into the left side of the suspect's abdomen. 


The gunshot had an immediate effect on Suspect Ochoa. He stopped fighting them and 
dropped his body weight into Deputies Mabee and which caused them all to fall 
onto the ground. 


Deputy Mabee rolled Suspect Ochoa onto his stomach and handcuffed him. He then 
turned the suspect onto his right side so that the gunshot wound was faced upward. He 
put out emergent radio transmissions and requested an ambulance. Deputy Mabee 
used his hands to apply pressure to the gunshot wound while they waited for medical 
personnel to arrive. Although the suspect did not talk to the deputies, he did scream 
and groan out in pain. 


Fire personnel arrived and treated the suspect on scene. Suspect Ochoa was then 
transported via ambulance to Saint Francis Medical Center where he was pronounced 
dead, under Coroner's Case #2013-03507. 


Deputies land Mabee sustained minor cuts and abrasions during the altercation, but 
did not request or require medical treatment. 


The object Suspect Ochoa tossed over the fence was later recovered and determined to 
be a glass pipe used for ingesting methamphetamine.

The shooting occurred on the sidewalk 
in front of the driveway G OLGO Avenue.

On May 15, 2013, at approximately 0235 hours, Homicide Detectives Dan McElderry 
and Sylvia Brossoit interviewed Deputy Michael Mabee at the Paramount Sub-station. 
Deputy Mabee was represented by Attorney Alfonso Estrada from the Law Offices of 
Green & Shinee. For Deputy Mabee’s summarized statements, refer to the Homicide 
case book, presented in Exhibit A, pages 14 thru 17. For Deputy Mabee's complete 
statements, refer to the digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files, 
and/or the verbatim transcripts listed under the Transcribed Interviews-Involved 
Employees, Homicide Interview, section of the casebook. 


On August 26, 2014, at approximately 1134 hours, Deputy Michael Mabee was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dinah Grote at the Internal Affairs office. Deputy Mabee 
was represented by Attorney Dale Nowicki from Green & Shinee. Below is a summary 
of the interview. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio 
recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files, and/or the verbatim transcripts listed 
under the Transcribed Interviews-Involved Employees, IAB Interview, section of the 
casebook. 


Deputy Michael Mabee stated he and Deputy Mhad been partners for 
approximately 13 months prior to this incident. He was the driver and Deputy [was 
the book-person in a two-person, no-call patrol unit. 


Because of known gang and narcotics activity, Deputy Mabee drove in an area known 
as the “gas streets” (Texaco Avenue and Exeter, Petrol and Richfield Streets). As he 
drove northbound on Texaco Avenue south of Richfield Street, peripherally, he saw a 
“runner” or “bicyclist” go eastbound onto Richfield Street. He told Deputy hat he 
saw and accelerated to Richfield Street where he turned east bound. 


Driving at 10-15 miles per hour, Deputy Mabee observed a male (Suspect Ochoa) riding 
a bicycle eastbound on the south sidewalk of Richfield Street. Deputy [used his 
spotlight and illuminated the bicyclist as Deputy Mabee paralleled the bicyclist, but was 
slightly behind (west) the bicyclist as he continued to pedal east bound on the sidewalk. 
Deputy Mabee focused on the road conditions/traffic and told Deputy [to monitor the 
bicyclist for any traffic or penal code violations. 


As Deputy Mabee was saying this, he heard a loud crash coming from the south 
sidewalk area. Almost simultaneously, Deputy yelled at him to stop the patrol car 
because the bicyclist had tossed something into a yard. Believing the bicyclist had 
possibly discarded contraband, Deputy Mabee immediately stopped the patrol vehicle 
approximately 10-15 feet east of the fallen bicyclist. 
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Deputy [exited the patrol car and made contact with the fallen bicyclist, assisting 
him up from the ground. By the time Deputy Mabee exited the patrol car, he saw that 
Deputy [had placed the suspect in a cursory search position with the suspect's 
hands clasped behind his back, faced north toward the roadway. 


As Deputy Mabee went to assist Deputy [Deputy [told him to look in the yard 
located south of the sidewalk. Standing less than ten feet from Deputy iian the 
suspect, Deputy Mabee shined his light into the wood-fenced yard and saw a shiny 
object, which appeared to be a narcotics pipe. For further, refer to photographs of the 
recovered narcotics pipe, presented as Exhibit J, in the case book. 


Two to three seconds later, before Deputy Mabee could retrieve the pipe, Deputy I 
advised Deputy Mabee to come and assist him in handcuffing the suspect because the 
suspect was not cooperating. 


When Deputy Mabee turned and looked, he saw Deputy [holding the suspect's 
hands behind his back, but the suspect was moving his body from side to side and 
would not relax per Deputy ll instructions. 


Removing his handcuffs, Deputy Mabee approached and stood on Deputy [right 
side. Deputy Mabee leaned in front of Deputy [body and reached across the 
suspect's arms to apply a cuff to the suspect's left wrist. As Deputy Mabee started to 
latch the handcuff around the suspect's wrist, along with the click sound from the cuff, 
the suspect immediately pulled forward going toward the street (north) in an attempt to 
break free from Deputy rasp, which was not successful. 


Suspect Ochoa then began to kick and elbow backwards at them while he screamed to 
be “let go.” As Deputy Mabee reached out in an attempt to grab a hold of the suspect's 
arms, he dropped his handcuffs onto the ground. Deputy Mabee attempted to grab onto 
the suspect's body, but was unsuccessful because the suspect kicked and elbowed 
them (deputies). 


Deputy Mabee stated that as quickly as the suspect went forward, the suspect then 
pushed his body backwards (south) striking Deputy |fbody, which caused them 
both to fall backward into the wood fence, then onto the ground. 


Deputy Handed on his back, slightly to the left side and Suspect Ochoa landed on 
the ground to the left of Deputy eft shoulder. Standing two to three feet from 
them, Deputy Mabee went toward them. As he did this, the suspect immediately 
jumped to his feet and ran in a northwest direction across the sidewalk. Deputy Mabee 
believed he was going to broadcast radio transmissions for containment of the suspect 
as he assisted Deputy [up off the ground. 
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As soon as Deputy [stood up off the ground, they both turned in a northwest 
direction with Deputy Mabee standing adjacent to Deputy MN right shoulder, when all 
of a sudden the suspect stopped on the apron of the driveway, approximately 10 feet 
away and turned to face them. 


The suspect bent his upper body forward, lowered his head and with outstretched arms, 
he charged at Deputies Mabee and [while he yelled out something unintelligible. 
The suspect's head struck the left side of Deputy Mabee’s upper chest area and used 
his left arm to wrap around Deputy Mabee's right-side waistline area. Deputy Mabee 
believed the suspect's head struck the right side of Depu! ind that the suspect 
wrapped his right arm around the left side of Deputy aistline. 


Deputies Mabee and My elled at the suspect to stop fighting and to lie on the ground, 
but the suspect continued to hold them while he pushed his head into their (deputies) 
bodies, forcing them backward. Deputy Mabee was positioned the right side of Deputy 
IN Both deputies were faced westbound and the suspect was faced eastbound on 
the apron of the driveway, adjacent to the sidewalk, at the location. 


Deputy Mabee punched the left side of Suspect Ochoa's face one to two times with his 
left fist, punched the left side of the suspect's abdomen/rib cage area one to two times 
with his right fist, used his right knee in an upward motion to strike the suspect’s chest 
area one to two times and attempted to push the suspect's body backward, which was 
ineffective. 


Deputy Mabee broadaste MN aci transmissions twice, but did not hear a 
response from the Sheriffs Communication Center (SCC). When he checked the 
power switch, he realized it was turned off, which was not that way when he exited his 
patrol car.

After two to three 
seconds of processing why the weapon did not fire, Deputy Mabee realized the slide 
would not go forward when pressed against the suspect's body. He pulled the barrel 
away from the suspect's abdomen one to two inches and quickly pulled the trigger, 
which fired one round striking the suspect's abdomen. 


The gunshot had an immediate effect on Suspect Ochoa. He stopped fighting them and 
his body weight dropped onto Deputies Mabee and [knocking them all to the 
ground.

Deputy MW stated he and Deputy Mabee had been working together in a two- 
person, no-call patrol car for approximately 13 months prior to this incident. He was the 
book-person and Deputy Mabee was driving. 


He said they were patrolling the area known as the “gas streets’ because the east/west 
streets are named; Petrol, Exeter and Richfield. The area was also known for having 
high gang activity and narcotics-related arrests in which they (Mabee and [made 
several prior narcotics-related arrests from that area. 


As Deputy Mabee drove northbound on Texaco Avenue, he told Deputy Mina: he 
saw a “flash” of either someone running or riding a bicycle going eastbound on Richfield 
Street. Deputy said it was dark outside and when Deputy Mabee turned eastbound 
on Richfield, he and Deputy Mabee saw a bicyclist traveling eastbound on the south 
sidewalk of Richfield Street at a high rate of speed. 
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Deputy Mabee drove eastbound toward the bicyclist who was approximately 60 feet 
east of Texaco Avenue. Deputy Mabee caught up to the bicyclist and paralleled him, 
slightly to his rear (west). Deputy then illuminated the bicyclist (Suspect Ochoa) 
with his spotlight. The bicyclist turned and looked at Deputy with a panicked look. 
He then turned and looked to the south side of the sidewalk and threw a small object 
over a wooden fence into the front yard of a residence. As the suspect did this, he 
collided into the wooden fence. 


Deputy Mi immediately told Deputy Mabee to stop the car because the suspect tossed 
something into a yard, which he believed was possibly related to narcotics. 
Because the suspect came to an immediate stop after colliding into the fence, the patrol 
car passed the suspect approximately 15 feet before Deputy Mabee stopped the car. 


Deputy [immediately exited the patrol car, walked southwest onto the sidewalk and 
contacted the suspect who was trying to get up from the ground. Pending a narcotics 
investigation, Deputy Mi cetained the suspect by grabbing onto his arms and placing 
them behind his (suspect's) back, while assisting the suspect up off the ground. 


As Deputy [did this, he stood behind the suspect on the sidewalk and was faced in 
a northeast direction, toward the roadway (Richfield Avenue). The suspect appeared 
agitated and spoke English with a thick accent repeatedly stating he was just going to 
his friend's house and for Deputy to let him go. 


At this point, Deputy Mabee had already exited the patrol car and was on the sidewalk 
approximately six to ten feet east of Deputy and the suspect. 


Deputy [stated that in working with Deputy Mabee, their plan was for one deputy to 
detain an individual while the other retrieved any potential evidence or contraband that 
was discarded. He said this is what they did in this incident. 


Deputy [told Deputy Mabee to check the fenced yard, while he (placed the 
suspect's hands together to conduct a cursory pat-down search for weapons and/or 
contraband. As Deputy attempted to place the suspect's hands together, the 
suspect tensed his body and turned his head and upper torso back toward Deputy MN 
telling Deputy [that he (suspect) was okay and that he was just going to a friend's 
house. 


Deputy [maintained control of the suspect's wrists, but he was unable to clasp them 
together because of the suspect's movements to turn back toward him (MA though 
Suspect Ochoa was not assaultive or resistive, he would not place his hands together 
as instructed by Deputy [which made Deputy [believe he was possibly under 
the influence of narcotics. 
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Deputy [realized he could not get the suspect's hands clasped together and feared 
the situation would escalate, so he told Deputy Mabee to assist him in handcuffing the 
suspect. The suspect continued to yell out that he was going to his friend's house and 
to be let go. 


Deputy Mabee arrived on Deputy fright side (east) and immediately removed his 
handcuffs to place it around the suspect's left wrist. Deputy [iii heard the ratchet on 
the handcuff make a click sound and believed the cuff had latched onto Suspect 
Ochoa's wrist. However, it did not and Suspect Ochoa became uncooperative as he 
pulled, twisted and turned his body, which caused Deputy Mio lose control of his 
arms. 


Still positioned behind the suspect, Deputy attempted to gain control of the 
suspect's arms, but he (suspect) elbowed backwards at Deputies and Mabee and 
also attempted to kick them. 


Deputy stated the encounter was very fluid and fast. Although he did not see 
Deputy Mabee's actions, he recalled Deputy Mabee being on his (MN) right side and 
possibly trying to control the suspect as well. He said as the suspect struggled with 
them (deputies) for a few seconds, they all turned and were now faced in a westerly 
direction with Depu till standing behind the suspect. With Deputy Mabee on his 
right side, Deputy ried to wrap his arms around the suspect's torso. 


fence, which caused Depu! left elbow to strike the fence before they both fell 
onto the sidewalk. Deputy said his radio’s microphone also fell off of his shirt. He 
also believed Deputy Mabee fell with him and the suspect, but did not see how Deputy 
Mabee landed. The suspect landed flat on his stomach with Deputy [landing on top 
of the suspect’s lower back area. 


When Deputy did this, je Ochoa pushed him sideways against the wood 


Almost immediately, Suspect Ochoa pushed up off the ground and threw Deputy || 
off his (suspect's) back. As Deputy} stood up, Deputy Mabee stood on his right 
side. Suspect Ochoa then ran at them with his upper body bent forward at the waist 
and his head pointed at them (deputies) as if he were going to “tackle” them. 


The suspect's head struck Deputy ight side rib cage area. With the suspect still 
bent forward into his chest area, Deputy as able to get his left arm around the left 
side torso area of the suspect. He attempted to use his right arm to grab onto the 
suspect, but was unable to because his right arm was wedged up in between the 
suspect and Deputy Mabee, which exposed his gun side. 
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As the suspect continued to struggle with them, Deputy heard Deputy Mabee say 
in a panicked voice that the suspect was grabbing his genitals. Deputy looked to 
his right and saw pain in Deputy Mabee's face. Almost immediately, Deputy [felt a 
violent “tug” on his genitals and then felt a violent pull on his holster and handgun. The 
tug caused his holster and gun belt to slide from his right hip to the front of his waistline. 


Deputy Ml maintained control of the left side of the suspect's body with his left arm 
and lowered his right elbow down onto his holster, while he yelled out to Deputy Mabee 
that the suspect was attempting to get his gun. Deputy then heard Deputy Mabee 
tell the suspect to stop fighting and to give up or he (suspect) was going to be shot, but 
the suspect did not comply. 


Peripherally, on his right side, Deputy [saw Deputy Mabee make a motion as if he 
(Mabee) were retrieving his handgun from his (Mabee's) holster. Deputy then 
heard one gunshot and the suspect screamed out. He said all three of them then fell to 
the ground and he saw blood coming from the left side of the suspect's stomach area. 
The suspect no longer fought the deputies, so they (deputies) were able to control the 
suspect's hands and he was handcuffed. He then did a quick pat-down search of the 
suspect's pockets and waistband to insure the suspect was not armed. 


Deputy Mabee then used his radio to broadcast the deputy-involved shooting and 
requested medical personnel to respond. The suspect was turned to his side and the 
deputies monitored his breathing and airway. Deputy stated that although the 
suspect did not respond to their questions, he screamed and cried out in pain up until 
fire/rescue personnel arrived several minutes later. 


As the paramedics treated the suspect, Deputy [looked over the wooden fence 
where he saw Suspect Ochoa discard the object. In the grass lot he saw a glass pipe, 
which is commonly used for ingesting narcotics. For further, refer to photographs of the 
recovered narcotics pipe, presented as Exhibit J, in the case book. 


Deputy Wilikescribed the suspect's actions as going from zero to 60, which turned 
“violent” and that Suspect Ochoa had a lot of strength for his (suspect's) build. He did 
not have time to retrieve his O.C. spray because they (deputies) were now involved in a 
fight and close up with the suspect. 


Deputy [sustained several minor abrasions during the incident from either falling 
onto the sidewalk, into the wood fence, or just in the struggle to control the suspect. He 
was unsure if the suspect had actually kicked him because the incident occurred so 
quickly. He sustained abrasions and scratches on his hands, knuckles, left elbow and 
shin, and right knee. He described the tug on his groin as being brief with no pain. 
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Deputy [llestimated that from the time he exited to patrol car up to when the suspect 
was handcuffed, 45 seconds had elapsed. He said the incident was “extremely quick.” 
Other than hearing the gunshot, Deputy [id not witness any other force used by 
Deputy Mabee. He stated he had tunnel-vision in that he was trying to control the 
suspect's arms and believed Deputy Mabee was trying to do the same thing. For 
further, refer to photographs of Deputy Ml unfastened holster strap, photographs of 
his injuries, a copy of his Training Records and his diagram depicting the scene, 
presented as Exhibits B, F and G, in the case book.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office has 
completed its review of the May 14, 2013, fatal shooting of Ignacio Ochoa by Los Angeles 
Sheriff s Department (LASD) Deputy Michael Mabee. We have concluded that Deputy Mabee 
acted in lawful self-defense and defense of another. 


The District Attorney Command Center was notified of this incident on May 14, 2013. The 
District Attorney Response Team (DART), comprised of Deputy District Attorney Geoffrey 
Rendon and Senior Investigator Mike Moursalian, responded to the scene and was given a 
walkthrough. 


The following analysis is based upon reports, photographs, and recordings submitted to this 
office by LASD Investigator Sylvia Brossoit. The voluntary statement of Deputy Mabee was 
considered as part of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On May 14, 2013, at approximately 9:15 p.m., LASD Deputies [Mand Michael 
Mabee were on patrol, in full uniform, traveling in a marked police vehicle near Texaco Avenue 
and Richfield Street in the City of Paramount. The deputies saw a bicyclist, later identified as 
Ignacio Ochoa, pedaling eastbound of Richfield. Mabee was driving; vas in the front 
passenger seat. Mabee drove alongside Ochoa while Pl lluminated Ochoa with the vehicle’s 
spotlight. 


Ochoa looked towards the deputies and threw a small object into the front yard of a residence. 
The deputies believed Ochoa had discarded drugs or drug paraphernalia. Ochoa accelerated 
away, lost control of his bicycle and crashed into a fence. 
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Ochoa fell to the ground with his bicycle on top of him. Mabee stopped the patrol car and both 
deputies exited the vehicle. Pl approached Ochoa, who got to his feet and told [that he 
was going to a friend’s house. Mabee looked into the front yard of the adjacent residence and 
saw a glass pipe laying on the grass. ma to detain Ochoa to conduct a pat down 
search, but Ochoa pulled away from him. ordered Ochoa to put his hands behind his back. 
Ochoa did not comply with [IB orders and {hsked Mabee for assistance. Ochoa's body 
was tense and he twisted from side to side as the deputies grabbed his arms. 


The deputies tried to handcuff Ochoa, who protested and yelled, “No, let me go!” or, “No, no, 
no!” Ochoa swung his elbows towards the deputies, who were unable to control Ochoa’s arms. 
According to Mi choa went, “from zero to sixty,” and became extremely violent. Ochoa 
kicked at the deputies and pushed {nto a fence. The microphone from handheld 
radio became detached from his uniform. The deputies continuously ordered Ochoa to stop 
fighting. 


Ochoa tried to run as the deputies continued trying to detain him. Mabee later described the 
altercation as a “straight dirty bar fight.” Ochoa fell to the ground and the deputies fell on top of 
him. Ochoa stood back up and continued to fight. Mabee stated Ochoa was incredibly strong 
and he believed that Ochoa was under the influence of drugs. 


The struggle continued and Ochoa grabbed Mabee’s testicles, causing Mabee to yell for | 3 
help. felt a tug on his firearm, which was in a holster on his hip. Mi EG his elbow 
on top of his holster to prevent Ochoa from removing the weapon and screamed to Mabee, “He’s 
going for my gun!” Ochoa was positioned between the two deputies. 


Mabee withdrew his department-issued Sig Sauer .45 caliber semiautomatic handgun and told 
Ochoa that he was going to shoot. Ochoa continued to fight with and Mabee believed 
Ochoa was trying to obtain Hi: firearm. Mabee, in fear for his life and the life of his partner, 
placed the muzzle of his firearm against Ochoa’s midsection and pulled the trigger. The gun did 
not fire and Ochoa continued to struggle with Mi Mabee pulled his gun back and fired a 
single shot at Ochoa. Ochoa was struck in the left pelvis and fell to the ground. 


The deputies handcuffed Ochoa and called for paramedics and backup assistance. Ochoa was 
alert and screaming at the deputies. Paramedics arrived a short time later and transported Ochoa 
to St. Francis Hospital, where he later died as a result of the gunshot wound. 


After the altercation, Pl discovered that Ochoa had unlatched the safety strap on his holster 
during the struggle, leaving [firearm unsecured. 


Surveillance Video 


Surveillance footage from a nearby residence shows Ochoa being illuminated by the patrol 
vehicle’s spotlight and the vehicle stopping in the middle of the street. The video is grainy and 
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dark and shows subjects moving around near the driveway of a residence, but does not depict 
any additional material details. 


Postmortem Examination 


On May 18, 2013, Deputy Medical Examiner Vadims Poukens performed a postmortem 
examination of Ochoa’s remains. The examination revealed a single fatal gunshot wound to the 
torso. The bullet severed an artery, which caused internal bleeding resulting in Ochoa’s death. 

A toxicological examination of Ochoa’s blood revealed the presence of metabolites of marijuana 
and methamphetamine. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in defense of others if it 
reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of others that 
he actually and reasonably believed he or others were in imminent danger of great bodily injury 
or death. “(T]he rule is well established that one who, without fault, is placed under 
circumstances sufficient to excite the fears of a reasonable man that another designs to commit a 
felony or some great bodily injury and to afford grounds for a reasonable belief of imminent 
danger, may act upon those fears alone and may slay his assailant and be justified by 
appearances.” People v. Mercer (1962) 210 Cal. App. 2d 153, 161. 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent injury which appears to be imminent. CALCRIM No. 505. 


“Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh in too nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety.” People v Collins, (1961) 
189 Cal. App.2d 575. 


“The ‘reasonableness’ of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with the 20/20 vision of hindsight... The calculus of 
reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police are often forced to make split- 
second judgments -- in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving -- about the 
amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation.” Graham v. Conner, (1989) 490 U.S. 
386, 396-397. 


Under California law, “police may use reasonable force to make an arrest, prevent escape or 
overcome resistance, and need not desist in the face of resistance [and] in virtue of a police 
officer’s duty to act affirmatively to protect the public, a police officer is ‘entitled to the even 
greater use of force than might be, in the same circumstance, required for self-defense.” Brown 


v. Ransweiler (2009) 171 Cal.App.4* 516, citing Munoz v. City of Union City (2004) 120 
Cal.App.4 1077. 
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CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that on the evening of May 14, 2013, 
Deputies Michael Mabee and a Ignacio Ochoa traveling on a bicycle. The 
deputies illuminated Ochoa, who threw a narcotics pipe into a nearby yard. Ochoa crashed his 
bicycle and fell to the ground. Mabee andi attempted to detain Ochoa, who violently 
resisted their efforts. Ochoa swung his elbows and kicked his legs at the deputies, preventing 
them from restraining him. 


Despite numerous orders to stop fighting, Ochoa continued to struggle with Mabee and MN 
Ochoa pushed Mino a fence and grabbed Mabee’s testicles. While the deputies were tryin, 
to handcuff Ochoa, Ochoa unfastened the safety latch on HB holster and grabbed for = 
gun. Hii yelled, “He’s going for my gun.” 


Fearing that Ochoa was about to gain control of Plleapon, Mabee withdrew his 
department-issued handgun and warned Ochoa that he was going to shoot. Ochoa continued to 
fight and Mabee, in fear for his life and {MPife, placed the muzzle of the weapon against 
Ochoa’s torso and pulled the trigger. The gun did not fire. Mabee pulled the gun away and 
pulled the trigger a second time, shooting Ochoa once in the left pelvis. The bullet severed 
Ochoa’s artery and he later died as a result of the gunshot wound. 


We conclude that Deputy Mabee acted in lawful self-defense and defense of another. We are 
therefore closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.
